Once a 
month, it is probable, a chartered ac- 
countant or prominent business man of 
the city will address the association on 
accounting matters, 

While the association has been un- 
der way for some time past, the pre- 
sent cumbersome imecthods of account- 
ing, introduced under the Bouillon re- 
“ime, are stated to have been responsi- 
ble ina large measure for its organiza- 
tion at this time.

FORMERLY TOOK THREE WEEKS FOR TRIP. WEST TO 
MOUNTAINS—CAN NOW BE MADE IN TWO 
HOURS IN COMFORTABLE CARS 


Two years ago it required — three 
weeks in which to make the trip from 
Edmonton to the Rocky Mountains. To- 
day a traveller can make the trip to 
thre foothifls in ten hours, and. can 
make ‘the round trip to the Athabasca 
river and return in three days. 

All this has been made possible by 
the inauguration during the past few 
weeks of new train services west of 
Edmonton over the new. steel of tho. 
Grand Truok Pacific, One can scarce- 
fy realize. the revolution in transporta- 
tion.in the country west of Edmonton 
than the inauguration of this new ser- 
vies hag brought about. 

A traveller who left Edmonton two 
years ago, bound west for*the moun- 
tains, required to oulfit for at least 
three weeks onthe trail. He had to 
take with him all the equipment and 
provisions necessary for a long jour- 
dey through a wild country still un- 
settled and uncivilized, 

Today all the equipment that a tra- 
vefler needs in making a trip to the 
foothills and back, is a suitcase and a 
fairly well-filled pocketbook, for prices 
are sll very high in the west coun- 
try, 

‘wo years ago, the farthest point 
west of Edmonton that could be reach- 
ed by rail was Stony Plain. It took 
nearly three weeks from that point to 
reach the foothills. A year and a half 
ago, the rails of the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacifle reached the Pembina river, but 
it was not until less than a year ago, 
that any kind of a train service was 
inaugurated, 

A year ago the steel reached Wolf 
Creek, bul only a desultory train ser- 
vice was run, and it generally took 
from one to two days to reach the Me- 
Leod river, 100 miles this side of the 
mountains, 

Last Bummer a tri-weekly service 
was inaugurated by which it was pos- 
sible to reach the Pembina river in half 
« day, and Edson, in one day.

Foley, Welsh and Stewart are rush- 
ing the construction in the mountains, 
They are now at work on their stiffest 
contract, the building of the 100 miles 
from the Athabasca through the pass 
and.over the summit of the Rockies to 
the Tete Juan cache. 

For this work they are rushing all 
the men and all the machinéry they can 
obtain to the front. Already | they 
have men to the number of several 
hundred tearing away at the grade in 
the mountains, and within the next few 
weeks, six 40-ton steam shovels will be 
lifting large chunks of mountain earth 
from the right of way, all through the 
pass. These steam shovels were taken 
west last week, and are now being 
hauled in by team from the end of the 
steel, 

Three thousand men will be required 
for the season's work by the big con? 
tracling firm. They are shipping in 
men from Winnipeg now at the rate 
of 100 per week, and appear to be hay- 
ing no difleulty ino procuring them. 
The labor market at present is flooded 
with men out of work, and many of 
them are being brought up from the 
camps on the national transeon- 
{tinental in New Ontario.

George S, Montgomery Now Avers That 
Ho can Only Prove Incompetence 
of Civic Employocs, 


Mayor Armstrong's offer to institute 
an investigation inte the conduct of 
the city's affairs, provided that definite 
charges of corruption are laid, is re- 
jected by Geo, S. Montgomery, who 
declared in an interview with the Capi- 
tal yesterday that he looked to the 
mayor himself to lay the charges, 

In a recent letter to the press Mr, 
Montgomery stated that he had obtain- 
ed damaging evidence against several 
parties connected and formerly con- 
nected with the city. He > informed 
the Capital yesterday that he had no 
suggestion of graft to make. 

“| would be prepared to prove that 
there has been waste, extravagance 
and incompetence in the management 
of Edmonton's affairs for some time 
past”, he said, 

He would nol divulge the nature of 
his charges except before a specially 
appointed investigation, which must 
not be a commitlee of the council. 

“Wt is for Mayor Armstrong to lay 
charges of graft,’ said Mr. Mont- 
gomery, since he declared before his 
election, in. conversation with several 
patties, that he would ‘put someone 
behind the bars.’ Having made thik 
statement it is up-sto him to institute 
the investigation, and lay the charges, 
It is Mayor Armstrong who has 
‘thrown a stigma on the civie service.’

SAYS FACTORY IS 
NOT A NUISANCE 


Fears Entortainod by Exhibition Direc- 
tors are Groundless, Says 
Ald, Lundy. 


The fears which have been enter- 
tained by A. G. Harison, secretary of 
the Edmonton Exhibition Association, 
that the soap factory which it is pro- 
posed to erect south of the G.T.P. 
tracks and on the west side of Kin- 
haird street, will constitute a nui- 
Sanc® to the neighborhood of the Ex- 
hibition grounds, are groundless, ac- 
cording to Ald. Lundy. The factory 
is to be erected this season by a com- 
bany organized by A, Weyman, who 
Secured concessions from the council 
last Year, and asked for the above site, 
tnd Secretary Harrison feared that 
Odors offensive to the neighborhood, 
Would proceed from the works. 

“When - was in Winnipeg last 
Week," said Ald, Lundy, in conversa- 
lion with the Capital, “I made it a 
Point to inquire as to the experience of 
that city in respect to works of this 
Character. TI found that the Royal 
Crown soap works is located within 
60 feet of the Bell hotel, and 280 fect 
of the Royal Alexandra hotel, and that 
residences are ereeted in close prox- 
imity to the factory, Not one com- 
Plaint, however, has been received. 
The Soap works is not in any way a 
Nuisance to the neighborhaod, and the 


prominent and active general passe Ser Poder is eontined to the factory, and 
Tite din no way is its presence offensive to 
' 


the residents.” 

At the next meeting of the industrial 
ommittee of the couneil Ald. Lundy 
Will bring forward this matter, and it 
is probable that the site of the soap 
Works whieh is to he erected by a 
company organized by Mr, Weymaa, 
Will be located on the original site. 

“There is no real objection to a 
Inodern soap factory,” said the alder- 
Ian. {The old-fashioned type con- 
stituted a Nuisanee, but In the factor- 
ies whieh have been. established in 
Winipeg and Regina none of the odors 
escape from the building, A soap fac- 
lory under moderu eenditions is no 
Worse than auy other kind of factory.” 

Lundy declared that) in’ his 
opinion no building should be erected 
whieh might sive cause for deprecia- 
tion of surrounding property, and thal 
if necessary a New site might be se-

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EDMONTON MEN AT 
THE CORONATION 


Throo Representative of Each Milltary 
Organization In City May 
Attond. 


Three men each from Edmonton's 
iwo regiments of militia, may shortly 
be selected to represent the regiments 
on the coronation contingent that will 
xo to England from Canada, for the 
coronation of King George on June 
22nd next. 

Regiments are entitled to send only 
three men each. These three men may 
include non-commissioned officers as 
well as privates. Strict rules govern- 
ing the selection of these men have 
been set by the militia department, and 


been notifled of these rules. 
as follows: 

(a) Numbers—-Infantry regiments 
of eight companies; 3 men per regi- 
ment, 

(b) The N.C.O. and men © selected 
should be chosen from the most efll- 
cient companies of infantry and eavalry 
regiments ete., and the representatives 
must each be from different companies 
or squadrons. 

(c) No application from any. one 
who has already taken part in former | 
contingents on such great oceasions as | 
the Jubilee of the late Queen Victoria: 
or the Coronation of the late King | 
will be considered, 

(d) Preference is to be given 
those who have served in the fleld, 

(e) They must at present be includ- 
ed in the service roll of the unit to 
whieh they belong. 

(f) They must have completed the 
full military training in 1908, 1909, and 
1910; exeept in the case of Corps or- 
ganized since those dates. 

(¢) They must be well set up, of 
suilable height and physique, thorough- 
ly trained, and certified by their com- 
manding ofieers to be of ‘texemplary" 
character, 

(h) They must be examined and be! 
passed fit by the medical officer, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the principal 
medical oMlcer, before embarkation. | 

(i) AIL N, G, 9’s and men selected 
higher rank on the contingent they will | 
receive pay at the rate authorized for 
the rank they hold.

In the agitation that has been raised to embarrass the city 


_ council in its action to discharge Commissioner Bouillon, the pro- 


Bouillonites are making great capital of the allegation that Mr. 
Bouillon is a first class business administrator. 

It is being claimed for Mr. Bouillon that he has handled the 
city’s affairs with wonderful dexterity, that he has saved the city 
money and that he has shoved the city’s work ahead as it has never 
been pushed ahead before. 

Considering that the city has three millions and a half invested 
in public utilities, this claim, if true, entitles Mr. Bouillon not only 
to the salary at which he was engaged, but to a great deal of con- 
sideration as well. 

But is the claim which is being made for Mr. Bouillon justified? 
Have the city’s affairs been well handled under Mr. Bouillon’s 
regime? Are the public utilities in good shape at the present 
moment? Has he saved the city money? 

An examination of the events of the past year shows that not 
only has Mr. Bouillon not administered the city’s affairs well, but 
that he has so tied the city up that another year of his administration 
would almost certainly cost the city an immense amount of money. 

The more the circumstances are looked into the more evident 
does it become that Mr. Bouillon is neither a good administrator 
nor a good organizer, nor even a good business man. 

Facts too self-evident to require anything more than mere 
mention, show that Edmonton’s ten thousand dollar beauty is not 
competent for the job into which he has been thrust. 

Here are a very few of the things which Mr. Bouillon fell dowr 
on: 

When Mr. Bouillon came into office in June of last year he 
found all the bylaws passed and the money voted for the street 
railway programme which had been outlined for the construction 
year of rg10. For a large part of this work the material was already 
ordered. Mr. Bouillon was placed in full charge, with the resources 
of the city at his absolute command, and with orders to complete 
the work without delay. 

What has the city of Edmonton received from its ten thousand 
dollar man in this respect? 

Of the four miles and a half of street railway provided in the 
construction plans of last spring there were three short blocks in 
operation when the freeze-up came in the fall last year. Since then 
three more blocks have been placed under operation. In all, about 
one-quarter of a mile. 

In what condition is the rest of it? 

From the corner of the penitentiary site to the » exhibition 
grounds the rails are lying in the snow, as useless, so far as the 
city is concerned, as though they were still in the mine, but more 
costly. 

From the crossing of the E. Y. & P. tracks on Twenty-fourth 
street to Albany avenue, rails, ties and fastenings lie in the snow, 
cluttering up the road, with no chance of being used until some time 
next summer, before which a subway must be built under the 


tracks, 
On Namayo avenue the city’s programme called for the paving 


"of the street from Sutherland to the Boulevard, and along the 


Boulevard from the head of Namayo to the head of Kinistino. 

On how much of this is the city getting action for its money at 
the present time. 

Not only has the track not been laid, but the failure to secure 
the necessary material for the track within reasonable time so tied 
up the paving that the whole of the upper end of Namayo is blocked, 
and it will be some time next summer before the residents have an 
open street in front of their residences. 

Of four miles and a half of track, then, of which ten blocks are 
to be paved, the city’s high-pressure commissioner has succeeded 
in getting into operation six blocks. On all the balance of the track 
planned the city is paying interest and sinking fund for the rails 
which are lying in the snow and for the pavement which is half 
finished. 

In other words, the city gets this winter the quarter of a mile of 
track which the commissioner. has succeeded in getting into opera- 
tion for the capital charge against the whole extension plan, making 
a capital charge for the section from the corner of Twenty-first to 


a 


the crossing of the E. Y. & P. tracks of approximately $400,000 a 


mile. 
Has the city received the worth of its ten thousand in the street 


railway department? 

Is this a display of constructive or organizing ability? 

Try another department: Administration. 

When Mr. Bouillon came into office last year he found to power 
house in a half completed condition. ‘The walls were up but there 
was only a temporary roof over machinery which c 
to a quarter of a million dollars. 

Has the roof been completed? 

Mr. Bouillon visited the power house the first day he was in} 
town, noted the roof and prepared to complete the work. 

Contractors and builders stood about for months waiting for 
“approval” of details so trivial that for the administrator of a $3,500,- 
000 enterprise they were scarcely a matter for a day's delay. The 
whole summer was frittered away without progress until in a des- 
perate effort to finish, long after the building season was over 
mechanics were working on the brick and iron very late in the fall, 
with the thermometer away down in the bulb and the cost away out 
of all proportion to what it should have been. 


And was the job finished? 
Not to any great extent. When summer comes around again 


and Mr. Bouillon has a chance to display his ability as an organizer 
he may be able to get the roof on the power house completed. But 


ost the city close| to his hand cleane 
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not till then. He may accomplish the undertaking within one cal- 
endar year if he is allowed to stay in the city hall. 

One of the great claims made for Mr. Bouillon is that he saves 
the city money in the cost of operation. 

Down at the power house there is a contraption which is called 
a conveyor, To the ignorant observer it does not mean much; just 
a lot of iron and wheels and things. But in the internal economy 
of the power house it is pretty important consideration as it is de- 
signed to get the coal to the boilers at a minimum cost. 

The conveyor was installed some time last summer—but it is 
not working. 

An order for a crusher which was a necessary complement of 
the conveyor outfit is somewhere in the pigeon holes of the city hall 
to this day. It has never been placed. A set of bins which are nec- 
essary to the operation of this piece of machinery have never been 
completed, for some reason which has not yet become apparent in 
the annals of the city. 

In the meantime, the coal goes to the big boilers at the power 
house in wheel barrows. Every wheel barrow on the job adds 
something to the cost of electric light in the city. The ratepayers 
pay for it all. 

Is this the kind of administration which shows economy in 
operation? 

Try a little outside construction for another example of capable 
handling:

menced to ask for sewer and water extensions. 


| ‘How did they come out? 

| When Mr.. Bouillon came into office the construction depart- 
ment was placed solely and exclusively under his charge. It was his 
to give the orders‘and have them carried out. 

On the Namayo ditch, after a summer had been allowed to 
slip by without anything having been accomplished, tenders were 
let in October with the proviso that the work was to be completed 
in November. 

Did anyone else ever expect to move earth in November in this 
country, except with dynamite? 

When freeze-up came a scant one-third of the contract had 
been completed. This job, like many others, is a serial which will 
be continued next year. 

And how did the west end fare? 

Home builders who had purchased property in the Groat estate 
and other adjoining territory, built last summer on the understand- 
ing that the sewer and water was to be at their doors before the 
winter came on and that they would be able to live in comfort. 

Today there are hundreds of feet of ditch open, where the con- 
tractors were driven away by the snow and frost when winter set 
in—but there are few services installed. 

Is this a sign of competency on the part of the city’s administra- 
tive and constructive head? 

And while Mr. Bouillon is busy arranging theatricals for the 
delectation of the city council and inspiring editorials for the Jour- 
nal, what provision is being made ofr the year“rgr1:? 

For the street railway many new cars will be necessary when 
spring opens up. -The necessity was recognized early last summer. 
The ordering was taken over by Mr. Bouillon, so that he could give 
the matter his special attention. In July, 1910, four cars were 
ordered from the Preston Car Company and ten from the Ottawa 
Car Company. In November it was discovered that’ there was no 
time limit in the order placed for the cars. 

If the Preston company and the Ottawa company are not rushed 
| with orders they may turn out the cars for next May and June. But 

if it does not happen to suit their convenience to do so, they may 
deliver them in their own good time. They have the order safe, and 
the city can wait. The city has no recourse. 

Is this a demonstration of business sagacity? 

Last summer, when the rainy season came the street railway 
tracks were almost afloat from the end of the paving to the packing 
plant, and from the turn out at Jasper avenue and Ninth to Whyte 
avenue. 

By dint of strenuous effort the system was kept running while 
| the ties sloshed about in the mud. At fair time last year the motor- 

men carried shovels and when they could not make the wheels go 
round any more, got out and shovelled the mud out of the works. 

This year miles of the track must be ballasted with gravel or 
; the system will stop. 
| Has Mr. Bouillon made arrangements covering the necesstiy? 

Today is the 25th of February, less than one month from 
the time when the sleighing will break up, and not one load of 
gravel has been hauled to any point in the street railway to ballast 

the track when the rainy season comes. 

Is this foresight in the handling of the city's affairs? 

The claim that is being made by those who believe that Mr. 
Bouillon is necessary to the city’s salvation is that the city must 
have a man who has absolute control, so that he can put the city’s 
affairs on a business basis. 

Mr. Bouillon has had absolute control for eight months. It is 
not on record that the city council ever denied him a cent in the 
fulfilment of any of his plans, and it is not shown that anyone has 
tied his hands. He was free, if he had the organizing ability, to turn 
the whole machinery of the city loose and get the work which was 
d up. There was no sprag in his wheel; no hin- 
drance to his activities; no limit to his authority. Nothing could 
hold him back except his incapacity to rise as an organizer and meet 
a large situation, ; 

Is his record as an administrator good? Has he been worth the 
ten thousand? Were all the other civic employees wrong and was 
he right? Was the friction which was created within the service 
caused because the superintendents did not know their business, or | 
was it because the commissioner did not know his? 

The ratepayers who have been clamoring for the reinstatement 
of Mr. Bouillon in order that the city may get a business administra- 
tion would do well to first take a look back over the events of the 
past year and assure themselves that it is a good administration 
that they have been getting up to date. eM 

Is the council justified in discharging Mr. Bouillon? 

Entirely outside of the fact that his peculiarities of character 
are such as would render his abilities nugatory, and of the fact that 


The plain fact of the matter is that Mr. Bouillon has not made 
good.

offered in the public press to prove. 

‘Mr. Montgomery now says that he did not mean that there was 
any graft. Perish the thought. Mr. Montgomery had no idea of 
anything of the kind. 

What Mr. Montgomery offers to bet $10,000 he could prove is 
that at some date which he does not specify, the city lost money 
through the incompetency of some of its employees. 

Mr. Montgomery really should not startle the community with 
any such false alarms. People who, in the expectation of secing 
some damning affidavit produced, have keyed themselves up to a 
most excruciating tension, and who suddenly find that there is 
nothing there but a retreating shadow, are likely to think unkind 
things of Mr. Montgomery. 

It is true that the mayor called Mr. Montgomery's hand with 
uncompromising suddenness. But if Mr. Montgomery had the 
goods he should have produced. 

Mr. Montgomery should either produce his affidavit or go way
